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Councilor Claims 
Cable Co. Copped 
Out On Contract

Councilor Kenneth J. 
Barnes has called for a joint 
meeting of legislative and 
administrative officials in 
Agawam, Westfield, West 
Springfield and Southwick 
before the acquisition of 
Spectrum Communications, 
Inc. by Video Enterprises of 
Western Massachusetts, 
Inc., is approved. 

The Agawam councilor’s 
request came in the wake of 
an announcement by George 
R. Towsend, president of 
Spectrum Communications, 
Inc., that the company will 
be sold to Video Enterprises 
of Western Massachusetts, 
Inc. Spectrum holds a cable 
television franchise in each 
of the four communities. 

In a prepared press 
release to the Agawam 
Citizen on Feb. 25, Towsend 
cited the reasons for the 
proposed sale of Spectrum 
as not having the necessary 
funds to complete con¬ 
struction of the cable 
television systems in the 
four communities; inflation, 


high interest rates; stiff 
construction timetables and 
low rate levels. 

Townsend also blamed the 
awarding of the Chicopee 
franchise to a New Jersey 
firm and “the lack of af¬ 
firmative action in 
Springfield during the four 
and one half years of 
Spectrum’s existence” as 
preventing the growth of his 
company to attract the 
necessary capital. 

Barnes, a strong and 
outspoken critic of Spec¬ 
trum's performance in 
Agawam, is chairman of a 
subcommittee appointed by 
Town Council President 
Benjamin T. Lockhart to 
study the company’s in¬ 
stallation and service to the 
town. 

After a published report in 
early February of Spec¬ 
trum’s intent to seek a rate 
hike for cable television 
service and a statement 
attributed to Townsend a 
week later that his company 
was in serious financial 
difficulty, JBarnes pushed a 
resolution through the 
Agawam Town Council “that 
any petition for a rate in¬ 
crease brought by Spectrum 
Communications, Inc., be 
denied.” 

The resolution, proposed 
by Barnes and approved by 
the Town Council, stated 
that “Agawam was the first 
community to grant to 
Spectrum Communications, 
Inc., a franchise license as a 
cable TV operator and 
Spectrum Communications, 
Inc., has rendered a service 
to the residents of the Town 
of Agawam which has been 
inadequate and less than 
desirable.” 

Barnes has been adamant 
in his opposition to the 
manner in which Spectrum 
has handled their obligation 
to the town. 

The councilor said “the 
town and taxpayer has been 
abused by Spectrum. We’ve 
invested taxpayer’s money 
in good faith and we’ve seen 
every effort to communicate 
and establish active partp- 
cipation with the cable 
television people and our 
school system fall on in¬ 
different and unanswering 
people at Spectrum.”

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Project Director 
Speaks Out On 
Chapter 766 


The Project Director of 
Special Education at the 
Springfield Regional 
Education Center, Paul E. 
Caouette, says “There are 
many well intentioned 
groups who are seeking to 
assist in the process of 
making Chapter 766 work. 
There are others who do 
little more than criticize the 
efforts of local school 
districts as they do their best 
to provide services for 
children with special 
needs.” 

Caouette added “I would 
like it known that the 26 
school districts in the 
Greater Springfield Region 
that I am primarily 
responsible for supervising 
are, for the most part, doing 
a truly commendable job 
during the first year of 
implementation. I per- 
sonnally feel that they 
should receive not only 
support from advocacy 
groups, but the latter should 
also constructively criticize 
them for what they presently 
lack. Generalized threats 
and naming school districts 
who are lacking should be 
based on current data, not 
that which is more than 
three months old. 

“The legal responsibilities 
for monitoring our 26 
districts falls with the 
professional members of my 
staff, namely, members of 
the Division of Special 
Education, Bureau of In¬ 


tervention. Because we work 
on a daily basis with all of 
these school systems, our 
monitoring for the first year 
is both formal and informal. 
Improvement, and ex¬ 
pansion for programs for 
children with special needs 
will only result, in my 
opinion, if we constructively 
criticize the efforts of school 
systems who at present do 
not have all of the com¬ 
ponents of 766 in place. 

“The Regional Advisory 
Council also has the 
responsibility for monitoring 
these 26 school districts in 
the Greater Springfield 
Region as well as reporting 
to the State Advisory Council 
on the status of Special 
Education Programs in this 
region. 

“These two groups and 
only these two groups have 
the legal responsibility of 
seeing that Chapter 766 is 
implemented properly in the 
Greater Springfield Region, 
which encompasses both 
Hampshire and Hampden 
Counties. 

“Hopefully Mass Ad¬ 
vocacy and Mass Coalition 
will, in fact, see fit soon to 
aid us in our efforts to assist 
school systems to properly 
implement Chapter 766. 
Though we have problems on 
a daily and individual basis, 
I do beleieve that schools in 
the Greater Springfield 
Region are making 
enuinely sincere efforts to

supposedly serviced by 
Spectrum must present a 
united front to the problem 
and deal with realistic facts 
as to how each community 
will be affected by the 
acquisition of Spectrum by 
another corporation. Each 
community should demand 
absolute and definitive 
answers as to when and how 
all contracts will be com¬ 
pleted. 

“Westfield has- publicly 
disclaimed some of the 
business practices of 
Spectrum. Mark Katsoulis, 
chairman of the West 
Springfield Board of 
Selectmen, has stated they 
have problems concerning 
the Spectrum operation in 
West Springfield.” 

Barnes is especially 
concerned with Spectrum’s 
performance as it relates to 
the Agawam School 
Department. “One of the 
services that Spectrum 
proposed initially — and was 
attractive — was the 
promise to equip a studio at 
the school. We have spent 
substantial revenue on the 
building of a studio at the 
school. The studio is com¬ 
pleted. There is no equip¬ 
ment in the studio. The 
equipment was promised by 
Spectrum three years ago. 
The supplier for the 

evaluate children and 
provide programs for 
children with special needs.

equipment has been told to 
proceed with installation as 
soon as they’re given the 
word by Spectrum. The 
School Department and the 
School Committee have 
written letter after letter and 
Spectrum has not given 
them any direct, definite 
answers. 

Barnes told the Agawam 
Citizen that he would like to 
see the four towns — 
Agawam, Westfield, West 
Springfield and Southwick — 
ask a lot of questions and get 
all the answers before the 
acquisition of Spectrum by 
Video Enterprises is con¬ 
summated. 

“I think it is an absolute 
necessity that we are 
especially vigiiant in the 
processing of assigning 
Spectrum’s franchise to 
another company even if the 
stockholders approve the 
transaction,” Barnes said. 

Barnes added “before we 
find ourselves at another 
impasse, I would like to see 
the four communities in¬ 
volved look into a lot of 
areas.” 

Some of the areas needing 
scrutiny, mentioned by 
Barnes, are regulations that 
the communities should 
impose based on the fran¬ 
chise — i.e., the procedures 
covering the assignment of 
an existing cable television 
franchise; insurance and 
bonding requirements, rate 
control; the integrity, 
resources, and track record 
of performance and service 
of any company seeking 
acquisition of Spectrum: a 


listing of stockholders, and 
financial record of both 
corporations. 

The meeting of the four 
towns, requested by 
Couiicuoi ^arnes, has been 
scheduled for March 13 

Efforts by the Agawam 
Citizen to reach Townsend 
pursuant to the Feb. 25 
statement sent to the 
newspaper by his office 
have been futile. 

Spectrum, reportedly, 
called a stockholder’s 
meeting on Wednesday, Feb. 
5 for the purpose of having 
the sale of Spectrum to Video 
Enterprises approved. 

A former employee of 
Spectrum called the 
proposed sale a “rescue 
operation.” “If the proposed 
sale does not go through, 
Spectrum faces bankrupt¬ 
cy,” the source said. 

The Agawam Citizen has 
also learned that the First 
National Bank in Boston has 
called all loans from 
Spectrum. Video En¬ 
terprises, allegedly, will pay 
a small sum to Spectrum 


stockholders, amounting to 
ten or fifteen cents on the 
dollar. 

There is no record that 
Spectrum has paid any 
dividends to stockholders.
